§ 7402. Jurisdiction of district courts. 


(a) To issue orders, processes, and judgments. The district courts of the United States at the 
instance of the United States’shall have such juris 


diction to make and issue in civil actions, writs

One evident purpose of the federal judicial sale provision enacted in 1868 was to obtain for 
the federal tax collector some of the advantages that many Statés enjoyed through in rem tax 
enforcement.

“from its very nature, is a proceeding in rem. The purchaser réceives a complete new title and 
not just somebody's interest. The court finds the state of the title to the real estate in question, 
orders it sold if the United States has a lien on it, and divides the proceeds accordingly. All prior 
interests.are cut off and the title starts over again in the new purchaser." Rogge, The Tax Lien of 
the United States, 13 ABA J 576, 577 (1927).
